U E N R Y CLEWS, o f New Yo rk, in his weekly letter, says: 
The war Is 
no w in the mo st critical perio d hitherto reached. 
Our enemy realizes 
that ultimate defeat is inevitable unless he can win a great victo ry while 
Russia is o n her back and America no t yet in full fo rce at the fro nt. 
He 
also feels keenly the gro wing lo ss o f man po wer and the decline o f eco ­ 
nomic reso urces. 
His po sitio n is desperate; his difficulties in carrying o n 
the war are gro wing at a disco uraging rate, and his strength has been de­ 
clining mo re rapidly than that o f the Allies. 
This is his last chance. 
Apparently it is a grapple to the death. 
If he can break thro ugh the Allied 
lines, o r divide the British and French, o r capture Paris, he co uld pro lo ng 
but no t win the war. 
Can the Allies withstand the present terrific o n­ 
slaug hts against them; o r will they be o bliged to give way and make their 
stand behind present lines? 
The best answer is the quiet co nfidence sho wn 
at Allied headquarters in spite o f recent reverses. 
Bo th France and Britain 
are making vigo ro us renewed effo rts to carry o n the struggle. 
As lo ng as 
the Allied lines bend and do no t break, all is safe. 
There is no do ubt 
where v ictory will ultimately stand; but o ur help is so rely needed, if o nly 
to sho rten this terrible slaughter. 
The quicker the great decisio n is reached 
the better fo r all the wo rld; and fo r the sake o f freedo m. Justice and hu­ 
manity this co untry must speed up to a still higher pitch its effo rts fo r 


pushing the war. 
To say that the Liberty Lo an will be an o verwhelming success is no t 
sufficient. 
We sho uld be able to say that it will be the greatest success o n 
record, and do ubtless it will be; pro vided the campaign is co nducted with 
unremitting vigo r. 
Abo ut $400,000,000 has already been subscribed. Over­ 
confidence, ho wev er, is extremely dangero us; it is enervating, and tends to 
slackness. 
Our patrio tism, o ur lo ve o f justice and liberty, o ur ideals o f 
free g o v ernment and o ur belief in the right o f small natio ns to live, will 
all v anish like smo ko unless we back them with Liberty Bo nds.
